
1st reading 
of 

fairness

One week after 
Morehead City Council 
adopted a fairness ordi¬ 
nance making it the sixth 
Kentucky city prohibit¬ 
ing discrimination based 
on sexual orientation, 
Campbellsburg City 
Council had its first 
reading. 

Mayor Rex Morgan 
gave Campbellsburg 
residents Punkin Burk 
and Shawn Golden three 
minutes each to share 
their views before the 
first reading. 

“Before the second 
reading, I appreciate the 
opportunity to speak,” 
Golden said. “(I) just ask 
that you consider what 
that fairness act is actu¬ 
ally saying and offering 
here. Not as a discrimi¬ 
nation thing at all. What 
the fairness act is offer¬ 
ing, or what it does, is 
simply gives additional 
rights to certain groups 
above the rights they 
already have. With that 
being said, I’d ask you 
to consider to not vote 
it in on those things — 
just on that alone. And 
there’s others (things) 
that we could go into 
regarding the bibli¬ 
cal side of things, but 
just the political side of 
things that’s what it (the 
ordinance) offers.” 

After asking the coun¬ 
cil about a leash law, 

Burk expressed her sat¬ 
isfaction with Morehead 
passing the fairness ordi¬ 
nance and her optimism 
for Campbellsburg. 

“I am hoping all will 
vote for ours (ordinance) 
also and that is all I will 
say for the moment,” 
Burk said. 

If the council 
adopts the ordinance, 
Campbellsburg would 
be the seventh Kentucky 
city with Frankfort, 
Lexington, Louisville, 
Morehead, Covington 
and Vicco to adopt the 
legislation. 

What it provides 

The fairness ordinance, 
written the same as the 
ordinance proposed in 
Pleasureville, would, 
“Promote equality and 
fairness, and further 
promote existing federal 
and state laws,” the ordi¬ 
nance states. 

The ordinance would 
prohibit any individual 
or entity from discrimi-

Man 
gets 10 
for meth

Henry County Circuit Court 
Judge Karen Conrad sentenced a 
Pendleton man to 10 years in a 
methamphetamine case. 

Kentucky State Police origi¬ 
nally arrested Joshua Clift, 24, 
of Pendleton on June 8, 2012, 
on meth-related charges includ¬ 
ing manufacturing methamphet¬ 
amine with a ‘one-step’ meth lab 
on the property of a residence at 
Pendleton Loop. Less than three 
months later, Kentucky State Police 
would arrest Clift again with a meth 
lab in his car in the driveway. 

In Henry County Circuit Court 
Thursday, Clift’s public defender, 
Ashley Bailey, explained components 
of Clift’s first arrest during his sen-

HCPS Board 
rules short 
break

Winter break will be two days 
shorter for Henry County Public 
Schools students, the Board of 
Education ruled Monday night. 

Board members unanimously 
made the calendar change for stu¬ 
dents to make up snow days from 
Dec. 6 and 10. The makeup days 
are Jan. 2 and 3. Winter break will 
begin on Dec. 23 as planned but 
end on Jan. 1. 

Board member Harold Bratton 
said that he knew of at least one 
person who would not be pleased 
with the Board’s decision. 

“My grandson texted me, hop¬ 
ing we would vote against this,” he 
said. 

His grandson isn’t the only one 
who voiced concern about the 
Board’s decision. 

“This is ridiculous and was not 
properly thought out,” said par¬ 
ent Jenn Turner, whose son will be 
out of state until Jan. 5. “People 
can’t cancel plane tickets or change 
the return date without incurring a 
hefty penalty.” 

Parent Tara Aldridge, who 
along with Turner responded to a 
Facebook post by the Local , said 
the board should have voted to 
put makeup days at the end of the

each day and quickly dis¬ 
appears. The snow and 
the frozen stuff came, as 
predicted; winter’s first 
pall covered the ground a 
bit early 

For the past several 
years, I’ve not handled 
December well. Earlier 
this week, my father 
would have turned 85. 

I am writing this on 
the anniversary of John 
Lennon’s murder. We 
learned of the death of 
Nelson Mandela just a few 
hours ago. But the gloom, 
the dispiriting temper in 
the air doesn’t stop there. 

One of the most impor¬ 
tant tenets of our religious 
tradition is. “Just as you 
did it for one of the least 
of these brothers or sis¬ 
ters of mine, you did it

for me.” However, as we 
begin to celebrate our 
tradition’s most impor¬ 
tant holiday—one of our 
state’s Senators fears that 
if we venture to help 
those who have been out 
of work for a long time, 
our societal safety net will 
become a hammock. It 
would, according to him, 
be a ‘disservice’ to them. 
“When you allow people 
to be on unemployment 
insurance for 99 weeks, 


you’re causing them to 
become part of this per¬ 
petual unemployed group 
in our economy,” Sen. 
Rand Paul said. 

The topic of income 
inequality has also been 
wafting through the bleak 
winter air of late. 

Even our new pope 
weighed in. He said, in his 
recent apostolic exhorta¬ 
tion, “I beg the Lord to 
grant us more politicians 
who are genuinely dis¬ 
turbed by the state of soci¬ 
ety, the people, the lives of 
the poor.”

That pretty much did 
it for the curmudgeon 
welling up inside me. I 
told myself: you ought 
to be thankful for being 
inside this warm house, a 
newspaper in your lap and 
a football game about to 
begin on your very own 
widescreen idiot box. It 
wasn’t long before I actu¬ 
ally smiled. I was kinda 
proud of those kids for 
not asking permission to 
slide down my hill, after 
all. 

I also came to real¬ 
ize that the sun would, 
after the solstice, begin 
to shine longer each day. 
And, thinking of the 
solstice, a poem I heard 
recently came to mind. 

A Unitarian-Universalist 
hymn written by Shelley 
Jackson Denham. 


“Dark of winter, soft 
and still, your quiet calm 
surrounds me. Let my 
thoughts go where they 
will; ease my mind pro¬ 
foundly. And then my 
soul will sing a song, a 
blessed song of love eter¬ 
nal. Gentle darkness, soft 
and still, bring your quiet 
to me. Darkness, soothe 
my weary eyes, that I may 
see more clearly. When 
my heart with sorrow 
cries, comfort and caress 
me. And then my soul 
may hear a voice, a still, 
small voice of love eternal. 
Darkness, when my fears 
arise, let your peace flow 
through me.” 

As the days lengthen, 
may that “still, small voice 
of love eternal” grow 
louder, and let this peace 
settle over us all.

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Saliba: Living the American dream

George Saliba was 21 
and spoke no English 
when he stepped onto a 
college campus in Ohio 
on May 29, 1979 - just 
three months away from 
the first day of classes. 

A new friend gave 
Saliba some 33-RPM, 
vinyl records, the kind 
with the song lyrics 
written on the back of 
its jacket. Armed with a 
French-English diction¬ 
ary, Saliba began put¬ 
ting the English words 
back into his native 
language. Saliba, born 
in Beirut, Lebanon, 
was educated by French 
nuns, his French 
accent still well appar¬ 
ent today as he speaks 
with customers at the 
McDonald’s he owns in 
La Grange. Soon, his 
franchises will include a 
new store in Eminence. 

After days and nights 
of English-to-French 
translations, he turned 
on the record player. 
Easy listening tunes 
filled the air. Cat 
Stevens, Neil Diamond, 
Barbara Streisand, John 
Denver and Air Supply 
became Saliba’s new 
best friends. He was 
determined. 

“Failure was not 
an option for me,” 
he said of his three- 
month fast-track to 
English. “Failure for 
me was going back to 
Lebanon.” 

There was, however, 
a problem. Saliba’s 
courses at University 
of Dayton included 
accounting and business 
law. 

“None of the stuff 
the teachers were talk¬ 
ing about had been in 
any of the songs I had 
listened to,” said Saliba, 
then enrolled in seven 
classes. “I couldn’t 
understand one word 
the teacher was saying.” 

So he began trans¬ 
lating whole textbook 
chapters, and study¬ 
ing for hours. It paid 
off - with a bachelor’s 
degree in two years and 
his master’s of busi¬ 
ness administration two 
years later. 

A faraway land 

Long before becom¬ 
ing a successful 
McDonald’s franchise 
owner, Saliba’s father 
began mixing liquids 
at his kitchen table 
in Beirut, Lebanon. 
Eventually, that kitch¬ 
en-table enterprise 
would become the 
third-largest beverage 
company in the coun¬ 
try. 

“My dad and I used 
to own a diversified 
beverage company - 
wine, vinegar, liqueur, 
alcohol for hospitals,” 
George Saliba said. “I 
grew up as an entrepre¬ 
neur working with my 
dad and learning the 
business.” 

George Saliba said he 
felt certain he’d run his 
father’s business one 
day. 

Soon, however, 
civil war struck the 
once beautiful coun¬ 
try of Lebanon - a 
place where you could 
snow ski in the morn¬ 
ing and swim in the 
Mediterrean Sea in the 
afternoon, he said. 

“The war came in 
1975,” Saliba said. 

“The war got very, very 


bad. I didn’t believe in 
the war and what was 
going on.” 

Eventually he decided 
to apply to University 
of Dayton, with a friend 
who knew English fill¬ 
ing out the applica¬ 
tion for him. He was 
granted a student visa 
and moved to Dayton 
on May 29, 1979. 

“I knew a person who 
was studying priesthood 
there, so I thought at 
least I would know one 
person there,” he said. 

In 1982, Israel invad¬ 
ed Lebanon. “The situ¬ 
ation there continued 
to get bad. I decided 
that after graduating 
I would work in the 
United States until they 
stopped fighting,” he 
said. The Lebanon Civil 
War did not end until 
1990. 

The Golden Arches 

In 1995, after he 
had worked at vari¬ 
ous places, a new 
McDonald’s opened in 
Beaver Creek, Ohio. 

“I was there one 
night, and I was watch¬ 
ing everyone,” he said. 
“They seemed to be 
having a good time. 

The people were treat¬ 
ed nicely, the people 
were smiling.” 

Saliba started his 
McDonald’s career as 
a manager trainee. 

“I liked what I was 
doing, I liked the 
people,” he said. “I 
really liked the United 
States. This is truly the 
land of opportunity. It 
didn’t take me long to 
realize that this where 
I wanted to raise my 
family.” 

Reluctantly, he 
called his father to 
say he would not be 
returning to Lebanon. 

It wouldn’t be long, 
though, until his four 
siblings and his parents 
would join him. By 
1986, all were living 
nearby in Ohio. 

Meanwhile, 

Saliba began work¬ 
ing as a full-fledged 
McDonald’s manager 
and in 1989 became 
a business consultant 


- a liaison between 
McDonald’s owners 
and the company. He 
held that position for 
six years. 

“I enjoyed it, but 
it wasn’t what was 
inside of me,” he said. 
“Inside of me I had a 
dream of becoming an 
owner/operator one 
day.” 

Then he met Paul 
Groen, whose father, 
Lou Groen, is the 
Cincinnati business¬ 
man who invented the 
Fillet-O-Fish sand¬ 
wich. 

“I knew Lou was 
going to retire,” Saliba 
said. “Paul was going 
to buy two of his dad’s 
stores, and I told him 
I wanted to be director 
of operations.” 

In 1997, both Groen 
and Saliba moved to 
Northern Kentucky, 
growing Groen’s busi¬ 
nesses from three 
McDonald’s franchises 
to 12 by 2011, includ¬ 
ing those in Carrollton 
and Owenton. 

And, by all accounts, 
the pair was doing 
something right. 

“We had four 
McDonald’s in the 
top 100 in the coun¬ 
try - out of more than 
40,000,” Saliba said. 

After 14 years of 


partnership, Saliba told 
Groen he was ready to 
go on his own. 

A solo venture in 
Henry County 

In 2012, the stores 
in Pendleton and La 
Grange became avail¬ 
able. 

“I saw a great 
opportunity to come 
to Henry County and 
to Oldham County,” 
Saliba said. 

He bought both fran¬ 
chises and by the 
beginning of 2013, 
sales and profit already 
had increased. 

“We also get graded 
all the time by com¬ 
pany people and mys¬ 
tery shoppers,” he said. 
“They were extremely 
happy with all of the 
grades, with what I 
was doing.” 

So McDonald’s 
awarded him the 
brand new franchise in 
Eminence. 

He summed it up this 
way, “At the end of 
the day, they want to 
partner with the person 
who can sell the most 
hamburgers.” 

Construction on 
McDonald’s - next 
to the CVS on North 
Main Street - is sched¬ 
uled to begin Jan. 27, 
with an end-of-April 


grand opening. 

Saliba said he plans to 
stick with his same stan¬ 
dards and philosophies 
at the new McDonald’s. 

“You need to have 
well-trained people,” 
he said. “The people 
part is simple: you have 
good people you win, 
you don’t have good 
people you lose - no 
matter what you’re sell¬ 
ing.” 

Saliba wants to make 
a good first impression 
in the Eminence com¬ 
munity. 

“I want to make 
sure that the people in 
Eminence are proud 
of that restaurant,” 
he said. “My mission 
and my passion is to 
make the Eminence 
McDonald’s one of the 
best in the country.” 

Management style 

Saliba said it all starts 
with people. “If your 
people are happy, the 
customer is going to be 
happy. The morale is 
my No. 1 priority.” 

At the La Grange 
McDonald’s recently, 
Saliba provided cleaning 
tips to a new employee 
and prepared the play 
area for a visit from 
Santa. 

“Don’t be surprised 
if you see me sweeping 


or mopping or working 
on fries,” he said. “I am 
very hands on. People 
will follow what you do, 
not what you say.’’Part 
of that includes giving 
back to the community, 
a tenet of McDonald’s 
founder Ray Kroc. 

“If you want to be 
successful in any com¬ 
munity,” Saliba said, 
“you need to be part 
of that community, and 
give back.” 

Saliba already is 
doing that in Eminence 
- sponsoring the score- 
board at Eminence 
High School, provid¬ 
ing a scholarship to a 
teacher and planning 
ways to contribute to 
the Henry County Help 
Center. Every child at 
the center will have a 
free meal coupon under 
the Christmas tree, 
Henry County Help 
Center founder Joe 
Durbin said. 

“He’s a wonderful 
guy,” Durbin said of 
Saliba. 

Leaving a legacy 

Saliba works six days 
a week, traveling 50 
minutes from his 3.5 
acres of nut and fruit 
trees in Boone County. 
Sundays are spent in 
Dayton with his siblings 
and parents. 

During the work 
week, Saliba practices 
what he preaches. A 
typical day includes 
an Egg McMuffin for 
breakfast, McDonald’s 
salad for lunch and a 
McDouble for dinner. 

“I eat McDonald’s ah 
the time,” he said. “I 
eat oatmeal - we have 
a great oatmeal with 
raisins and ah the good 
stuff. The wraps are 
very healthy. We have 
the Egg White Delight 
right now.” 

When he is not work¬ 
ing or spending time 
with family - and when 
it’s warmer - he is a 
beekeeper. 

“My grandfather 
taught me how to do 
beekeeping,” he said. 
“I’ve been doing it 41 
years now.” 

Keeping with his 
“give back” mental¬ 
ity, Saliba doesn’t sell 
his dozens of jars of 
honey. “I just share 
it with family and 
friends,” he said. “It’s 
a way to remember my 
grandfather.’’Now that 
Saliba has reached his 
dream of McDonald’s 
ownership, his next goal 
is to leave that oppor¬ 
tunity to his grown 
children. His 24-year- 
old son, Richard, works 
at La Grange and his 
son-in-law, David, 
works in Pendleton. His 
daughter, Emily, 30, 
had been working at 
Proctor & Gamble as a 
recruiter specialist. She 
told her dad recently 
that she wanted to help 
him at his Eminence 
McDonald’s. Saliba said 
he reminded his daugh¬ 
ter that her schedule 
would include a lot 
of hours and working 
weekends and holidays. 

“I asked her why she 
would want to do that,” 
Saliba said.“Dad,” she 
said, “Because, I am 
you. I love people, I am 
an entrepreneur.”

nating based on reli¬ 
gion, sexual orientation, 
age, race or national 
origin in the selling or 
leasing of real estate 
property and employ¬ 
ment. The ordinance 
would not interfere with 
an employer’s enforce¬ 
ment of policy regard¬ 
ing dress code policy or 
shift protocol. 

What it reguires 

To enforce the 


ordinance, the city of 
Campbellsburg would 
appoint a council mem¬ 
ber to receive com¬ 
plaints and require ah 
complaints to be writ¬ 
ten out. The council 
member would deter¬ 
mine if a violation of 
the ordinance occurred 
and have the authority 
to perform an investi¬ 
gation. If the council 
member finds, as the 
ordinance states, “... 
that a violation is more 
likely than not to have 
occurred,” the city 
council will have a hear¬ 
ing within 20 days of 


the determined viola¬ 
tion. Both parties could 
have attorneys present 
and aid in the debate 
of their case before 
the council and would 
require a decision from 
the council in less than 
10 days after the hear¬ 
ing. 

Violation penalties 

If the council finds a 
violation occurred, the 
first and second offense 
could cost between 
$100 and $250. A third 
or fourth offense would 
range from $250 to 
$500. If an individual 


or entity committed a 
fifth violation or more 
the penalty would be a 
minimum of $1,000 and 
possibly the revocation 
of license to conduct 
business in the city. 

After the meeting, 
Golden emphasized his 
position against the fair¬ 
ness ordinance isn’t to 
discriminate against any¬ 
one, but that the ordi¬ 
nance isn’t fair at ah. 

“Age, race, gender 
— those things — and 
every single citizen falls 
under one of those 
already. I have docu¬ 
mented proof where it 


becomes an unfair thing 
for local businesses,” 
Golden said. “In New 
Mexico a photogra¬ 
pher refused to cover a 
same sex wedding. He 
was required by law—a 
judge—ordered him 
to take the pictures. 
What it comes down 
to me, it just kind of 
contradicts the actual 
title —the fairness act. 
Because they (gay rights 
advocates) are aslung 
for additional rights 
and what that does is 
makes the playing field 
unfair. I would discuss 
my stance in detail. It 


will be perceived as a 
discrimination thing and 
it is not.” 

The New Mexico 
Supreme Court ruled 
that photographers 
Elaine and Jonathan 
Huguenin’s refusal to 
cover the event violated 
discrimination state law. 
The Huguenins have 
asked the U.S. Supreme 
Court to overturn the 
decision based on free 
speech.

City Council will have 
the second reading 
Monday, Jan. 20, 2014.

To passersby, 

Rosebud looks and acts 
like a regular ol’ don¬ 
key - cautious, friendly 
and always ready for 
a snack. On a recent 
weekday, when Rose 
Marie Corolla squat¬ 
ted down beneath bare 
oak trees and opened a 
box of Triscuit crackers, 
Rosebud ambled over 
and devoured the treats 
in his owner’s gloved 
hand. 

Despite typical don¬ 
key behavior, Rosebud 
is no regular ol’ don¬ 
key. Four days each year 
- Dec. 22 to 25 - he 
is the star of the living 
Nativity in Bethlehem. 

“He’s quite famous,” 
Corolla said from the 
farm where she cares 
for Rosebud and her 
other two donkeys. 
“He’s just always been 
the star of the show.” 

Rosebud was just 
5 years old the first 
time he debuted in 
the Nativity. That was 
nearly two decades 
ago. He’s been in the 
Nativity every year 
since - well, almost 
every year. There was 
that one time things 
didn’t work out. 

“We just couldn’t 
catch him,” said Kevin 
Croxton, Nativity 
organizer for the three 
churches involved. 

Next week, before 
the Nativity’s 55 th anni¬ 
versary, Corolla will 
stick with a routine 


she put into place the 
year after Rosebud’s 
attendance difficulty. 
She’ll feed him inside 
the barn - instead of 
outside under a cedar 
tree - so she can catch 
and halter him after 
simply cornering him in 
the barn. 

From there, Rosebud 
will spend the four days 


at the Nativity. Despite 
being basically a bend 
in the road, the town 
of Bethlehem attracts 
hundreds each year to 
its Nativity. 

“The kids love the 
animals,” Corolla said. 
The animal acting crew 
also includes sheep and 
a cow. 

Rosebud is a spe¬ 


cial hit when he does 
something silly, such as 
chew on actors’ clothes. 
Tom James, who plays 
Joseph in some of the 
50-minute Nativity 
sessions, said he has 
learned to scratch 
Rosebud when he gets 
restless. 

“Or the kids will feed 
him crackers,” James 


said. 

During the Nativity 
days, Rosebud stays at 
the Nativity site. 

“They feed him, they 
hay him, they are sup¬ 
posed to check on him 
every day,” Corolla 
said. “If I ever catch 
that they’re not, he 
won’t be going.” 

Corolla is protec¬ 


tive of her star don¬ 
key, who the day after 
Christmas will return 
to normal donkey life, 
which includes nibbling 
carrots, banana peels - 
“pretty much anything 
but meat,” Corolla 
said. Most days, he 
hangs out near a pond 
with his buddies, Sadie 
and her daughter, 

Daisy. 

Corolla and her hus¬ 
band - he passed away 
in March - were long¬ 
time equine people. 
Chuck Corolla was 
a jockey, trainer, hot 
walker and a Jockey’s 
Guild manager. 
Together with Rose 
Marie, a former recep¬ 
tionist at New Castle 
Elementary School, 
he raised and sold 
Thoroughbreds. But 
Rose Marie is quick 
to point out that she 
had just as much, if 
not more, hands-on 
time with their equine 
friends. 

“He was on the road 
a lot,” she said. “I 
took care of all of the 
animals. One of the 
Thoroughbreds had a 
foal while he was gone. 
I had to help deliver 
it.” 

Eventually, they 
learned of some don¬ 
keys that also needed 
help. 

“They needed a 
home, and we took 
them in, including 
Rosebud,” Corolla 
said. “And look at him 
now. ”

June 8, 2012, after 
conducting a c knock 


and talk’ to serve an 
arrest citation at 9610 
Maddox Ridge Road. 

State police found 
lithium strips, starter 
fluid and cut up batter¬ 
ies in a burn pit about 
10 feet from the back 
door of the home and 
Michael A. Byers of 
Eminence was arrested 
and Troopers found 
him hiding in a false 
wall in the home. 


Abbott wrote a state¬ 
ment admitting to 
purchasing Sudafed 
for meth production. 
Troopers found other 
ingredients used in the 
production of meth- 
amphetamine: ammo¬ 
nia nitrate, lye, starter 
fluid, needles and burnt 
spoons. 

According 
to Assistant 
Commonwealth 


Attorney, Josh Clubb, 
Miller also admitted to 
purchasing precursors 
for Dwight Lyons for 
meth production who 
still has cases pending. 

Of the five people 
at the residence, only 
Miller and Abbott were 
listed as residents. 

Holly Stokeley, 20, 
of Vermillion, Ohio was 
arrested in connection 
with the bust the next 


day as she had left the 
residence and was trav¬ 
eling back to Ohio. 

Byers, Miller, Zoeller 
and Abbott were 
charged with manufac¬ 
turing methamphet- 
amine, 1st offense; 
unlawful distribution of 
a meth precursor, 1st 
offense; 1st degree pos¬ 
session of a controlled 
substance, 1st offense; 
possession of marijuana, 


and drug paraphernalia. 

In Henry County 
Circuit Court, Miller, 
Abbott and Zoeller 
pleaded guilty to: facili¬ 
tation for manufactur¬ 
ing meth, unlawful 
distribution of a meth 
precursor, 1st offense; 
unlawful possession of 
a meth precursor, first 
offense and received 
diversion for 3 years.

Buy local this Christmas 


This is not an article 
about the over com¬ 
mercialization of the 
holidays. For one, we all 
know it’s the case, yet 
few of us change our 
habits. No, I recognize 
that I and probably most 
of you are going to go 
nuts this Christmas. I 
love to give gifts to my 
family. I like to surprise 
them with things they 
wistfully mentioned six 
months ago, and see the 
looks on their faces when 
they open that exact 
thing they wanted. And 
for me, one of the most 
important and satisfying 
things I do is to buy as 
much as I can locally. Let 
me tell you why. 

Buy Local means sev¬ 
eral things, depending 
on how orthodox you 
wish to be. The easiest 
approach is to look for

locally owned purveyors 
of the goods you’re look¬ 
ing for. The item may 
be made in Pakistan, but 
the local retailer, who is a 
member of the commu¬ 
nity, with employees that 
are members of the com¬ 
munity, who supports the 
local charities and boost¬ 
ers and who needs the 
business, is the beneficia¬ 


ry of your dollars. I like 
to take it a step further 
when I can, and not only 
buy from locally owned 
retailers, but also seek out 
locally produced products 
and services. I bank at a 
local bank. I buy honey, 
beef, milk, flour, meal, 
and fruit grown locally, 
processed locally, and 
sold by a locally owned 
retailer. My accountant 
is local. All of this is pos¬ 
sible, with a little effort 
and caring. 

The fact is, the large 
national chains don’t 
need your help. They can 
raise money at preferred 
rates, get corporate sub¬ 
sidies, tax loopholes for 
property taxes, income 
taxes, and payroll taxes, 
have the benefit of mil¬ 
lions in lobbyists and 
marketing budgets, 
and the advantage of 


customers all over the 
world. Your local busi¬ 
ness—service, retail, or 
restaurant—has none of 
those things. They need 
every dollar that walks 
through the door, they 
need YOU. A big box 
chain won’t even notice 
if you don’t shop there 
for the next two weeks. 
Your local restaurants and 
shops and service provid¬ 
ers will. 

We are fortunate in our 
corner of the world. We 
have several organizations 
devoted to promoting 
local and small busi¬ 
ness. Almost exactly one 
year ago, the Louisville 
Independent Business 
Alliance conducted an 
in-depth study on the 
distribution of income 
between national chains 
versus local independent 
businesses. Astonishingly, 


the study found that for 
every dollar spent at a 
national chain, only 13.6 
cents stays in the commu¬ 
nity in the form of chari¬ 
table giving, profit and 
labor and procurement. 
That’s right, 13.6 cents. 
And this data is our own 
backyard, not some place 
we can ignore. But get 
this: for every dollar 
spent at a local indepen¬ 
dent business, 55.2 cents 
stays in the community 
in the forms listed above. 
Any way you look at that 
math, it is clear: more 
than half stays in the 
community from buying 
local, and only an eighth 
from national chains. 

The choice is pretty 
clear. We, as a commu¬ 
nity, are better off when 
we buy local. We give up 
less and get back more 
from supporting our 


friends and neighbors. 
This really is common 
sense, and good old time 
wisdom, but we seem 
to forget it in our mad 
rush for holiday goodies. 
There are a lot of ways 
to buy local. Our own 
Henry County Chamber 
of Commerce has a gift 
certificate program to be 
used at local shops. Buy 
your holiday turkey or 
roast from a local farmer. 
Local eggs, honey and 
canned items are avail¬ 
able year round. Services, 
products, retailers and 
goods made locally (some 
of them world-class) are 
produced and available 
right here, at myriad of 
places, within 50 miles. I 
plan on visiting as many 
as I can and I hope you 
do, too, this Christmas.

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Make adequate hay for your livestock 



The wet spring this year 
resulted in several acres 
of hay that were cut and 
baled late. This can be 
problematic since much 
of our hay is derived from 
fescue and fescue-legume 
mix stands. The later the 
hay harvest, the more the 
plants advance in maturity 
from a vegetative stage, 
causing the percentage of 
the good stuff, energy and 
protein, to decrease. 

The ideal time to har¬ 
vest cool-season grass 
for hay from a yield and 
quality perspective is from 
boot stage to early flower¬ 
ing. The quality of hay 


at later stages of maturity 
can pose problems for 
our beef cattle, especially 
those with high nutritional 
needs such as lactating 
cows and growing calves. 

Dr. Jeff Lehkuhler, UK 
Beef Specialist, recently 
looked at about 60 for¬ 
age analyses from hay 


sampled in 2013. When 
he compared the energy 
and protein in each analy¬ 
sis with the requirements 
for a cow in late gestation, 
he found almost none 
met her requirements. 
Some were deficient in 
both protein and energy, 
but the vast majority were 


below the energy require¬ 
ment. Thus, in many 
instances, energy is first 
limiting during this phase 
of production while pro¬ 
tein will likely be limiting 
along with energy as the 
cows start their lactations. 

Late cut hay is lower in 
protein and energy per¬ 
centage, and is also less 
digestible leading to less 
energy available to the 
animal. Lower digestibility 
of this hay actually lowers 
forage intake. When the 
feed doesn’t supply all the 
energy needed, livestock 
will start to c take’ from 
their own body tissues. 


The loss of body condi¬ 
tion can negatively impact 
reproduction costing the 
operation in the long 
term. 

To ensure the live¬ 
stock are receiving an 
adequately balanced diet, 
producers should sample 
their hay and have it ana¬ 
lyzed for nutrient content. 
This information is then 
used to develop a strategic 
supplementation strategy 
for cattle. Forage analysis 
allows farmers to more 
efficiently match hay qual¬ 
ity to the nutrient needs 
of the cows. When supple¬ 
mentation is needed, it 


pays off both in the pres¬ 
ent and in the future.

Then click on regis¬ 
ter an account, set up 
a user name and pass¬ 
word, and download a 
simple one-page user’s 
guide with instructions 
about how to proceed. 
Click on My Account 
and My Challenges and 
Enter a New Challenge, 
and enroll in the chal¬ 
lenge titled “SSHW 
2014 Non-Competitive 
Challenge.” 

The SSHW Challenge 
is part of Small Steps to 
Health and Wealth™, 
a national Cooperative 
Extension program 
developed to moti¬ 
vate Americans to take 


action to improve their 
health and personal 
finances. 

SSHW was built 
around a framework 
of 25 research-based 
behavior change strate¬ 
gies. The challenge was 
originally developed in 
a paper-and-pencil for¬ 
mat and is now avail¬ 
able online. 

The SSHW Challenge 
is based on the perfor¬ 
mance of 10 recom¬ 
mended practices on 
a daily basis: five that 
involve health and 
nutrition and five that 
involve financial man¬ 
agement. Ten points 


are given for perform¬ 
ing each one for a 
maximum of 700 points 
per week. 

The five daily health 
and nutrition practices 
are: eat at least 4 cups 
of fruits and vegetables; 
get at least 30 minutes 
of physical activity; 
drink water or unsweet¬ 
ened beverages instead 
of sugar-sweetened 
beverages; track 10,000 
or more steps walking 
with a pedometer; and 
learn something new 
about health and nutri¬ 
tion. 

The five daily finan¬ 
cial management prac¬ 
tices included in the 
SSHW Challenge are: 
save $1 or more and/or 
pocket change; invest 
$5 or more per day 
including automated 
retirement savings plan 
deposits; track money 
spent throughout the 
day; eat lunch pre¬ 


pared at home; and 
learn something new 
about personal finance. 
The latter activity, for 
both health and per¬ 
sonal finances, can be 
accomplished by visit¬ 
ing websites, attending 
seminars, or by reading, 
listening to or viewing 
media reports. 

SSHW Challenge 
participants can also 
decide to replace one 
or more of the 10 daily 
health and personal 
finance activities with 
unique personal chal¬ 
lenges. 

For example, getting 
eight hours of sleep 
or eating at least two 
servings of whole grain 
foods instead of one of 
the health actions listed 
above. 

As participants enter 
daily points, they will 
see point totals for each 
day of the week and for 
each of the 10 activities 


described above. 

They’ll also see a bar 
graph that compares 
their personal scores to 
average scores of every¬ 
one else participating in 
the challenge. 

The second 
Cooperative Extension 
resource is the Small 
Steps to Health and 
Wealth™ workbook. 
Individual chapters can 
be downloaded for free 
from www.njaes.rut¬ 
gers. edu/sshw/. 

But if you are not an 
online sort of person 
there is a free book. 

The paperback work¬ 
book contains 44 work¬ 
sheets and we have a 
box of books that will 
be available free to the 
first to request them.

Report on the Financial Statements 

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmenlal activities and the business-type activities of the City of Emi¬ 
nence, Kentucky, as of and for the year ended June 30, 2013, and the related notes to the financial statements, which collectively comprise the 
City’s basic financial statements as listed in the table of contents. 

Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statements 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of these financial statements in accordance with accounting principles 
generally accepted in the United States of America; this includes the design, implementation, and maintenance of internal control relevant to the 
preparation and fair presentation of financial statements that are free from material misstatement, whether due to fraud or error. 

Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. We conducted our audit in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America and the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government 
Auditing Standards, issued by the Comptroller General of the United States. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to 
obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material misstatement. 

An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. The pro¬ 
cedures selected depend on the auditor’s judgment, including the assessment of the risks of material misstatement of the financial statements, 
whether due to fraud or error. In making those risk assessments, the auditor considers internal control relevant to the entity’s preparation and 
fair presentation of the financial statements in order to design audit procedures that are appropriate in the circumstances, but not for the purpose 
of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the entity’s internal control.

Accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America require that the management’s discussion and analysis and 
budgetary comparison information on pages MDA1-MDA13 and page 33 be presented to supplement the basic financial statements. Such 
information, although not a part of the basic financial statements, is required by the Governmental Accounting Standards Board, who considers 
it to be an essential part of financial reporting for placing the basic financial statements in an operational, economic, or historical context. We 
have applied certain limited procedures to the required supplementary information in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in 
the United States of America, which consisted of inquiries of management about the methods of preparing the information and comparing the 
information for consistency with management’s responses to our inquiries, the basic financial statements, and other knowledge we obtained 
during our audit of the basic financial statements. We do not express an opinion or provide any assurance on the information because the limited 
procedures do not provide us with sufficient evidence to express an opinion or provide any assurance. 

Other Information 

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively comprise the City of Eminence, 
Kentucky’s basic financial statements. The water and sewer fund budget to actual comparison is presented for purposes of additional analysis 
and is not a required part of the basic financial statements. 

The water and sewer fund budget to actual comparison is the responsibility of management and was derived from and relate directly to the 
underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the basic financial statements. Such information has been subjected to the auditing 
procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial statements and certain additional procedures, including comparing and reconciling such 
information directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the basic financial statements or to the basic financial state¬ 
ments themselves, and other additional procedures in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America. 
In our opinion, the water and sewer fund budget to actual comparison is fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the basic financial 
statements as a whole. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated September 15, 2013, on our consideration of the 
City of Eminence, Kentucky’s internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regula¬ 
tions, contracts, and grant agreements and other matters.

I missed the only 
game of my career that day but my team (Western 
Hills) called me from the locker room after their win 
over Madison Southern to tell me congratulations 
and not to worry because they had my back and 
weren’t going to lose on the day my child was born.

What's the biggest piece of advice you have 
for your players? 


A t some point the ball will stop bouncing for 
all of us because we simply can’t play forever. 
What are we going to do with what the game 
has given us to make everyone around us better. 


If you could change one thing about high 
school athletics what would it be? Why? 

I would like to see sports be more about bring¬ 
ing people together than being divisive. With 
things like “Andl” basketball the point seems 
to be more about making someone look foolish 
than playing at your best.

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Wildcats win

The Henry County Wildcats hosted 
the Eminence Warriors on Dec. 10 in 
round one of the county rivalry and 
came away with an 81-56 victory. 

The game got off to a flying start as 
both teams attacked the basket aggres¬ 
sively. Austin Young scored the first bas¬ 
ket of the game on a 12-footer before 
Shelby Armstrong scored 30 seconds 
later on a put back. The teams traded 
baskets until Landon New broke a 6-6 
tie when he scored on a goaltending 
call to make it 8-6 with 5:18 left in the 
opening period. 

On the ensuing inbounds play Henry 
County set up their full court press but 
before the ball could be inbounded 
a technical foul was called on the 
Warriors’ Jalen Dixie. 

Young stepped to the line and gave 
Henry County a four-point lead by 
sinking both free throws. 

But Mitchell Golden responded for 
the Warriors just five seconds later with 
an inside basket to make it 10-8. 

After a Chase Howard layup made 
it 12-8, Dixie brought the ball down 
court and was called for an offensive 
foul as he tried to drive around two 
Henry County defenders. Dixie was hit 
with a second technical foul and was 
ejected from the game with 4:24 left 
in the first period. The Warriors’ bench 
was then assessed a technical foul and 
Henry County’s Landon New stepped 
to the line and hit three of four free 
throws to give Henry County a 15-8 
lead. 

“After it happened we were shell¬ 
shocked - I was shell-shocked,” EHS 
Coach Chris Nethery said.
